U. S., Britain And France 


Set Up Limits At 


4 5 ,000 Tons 


LONDON, 
Ju ne 30—An agree­ 
ment among the United States, Bri­ 
tain and France setting the limits 
of battleship» at 45,000 tons with 
16-inch gu ns was annou nced in the 
hou se of commons today. 
The agreement, annou nced by Al­ 
fred Du ff Cooper, first lord of the 
admiralty, was a sequ el to the de­ 
cision of the three powers to aban­ 
don the 35,000-ton limit of the 
London nav al treaty of 1936. 
This was made pu blic March 31 
in accordance with the escalator 
clau se of the treaty inv oked by the 
signatories becau se of reporta that 
Japan was bu ilding mammoth men- 
of-war. 
Cooper indicated that the 45,000- 
ton limit was higher than Britain 
wanted to bu ild u p to, “bu t that is 
the lowest figu re on which agree­ 
ment cou ld be reached,” he said. 


U. 8. Outlines Plans 
WASHINGTON, Ju ne 30—Admin­ 
istration officials said today fou r 
battleships of 35,000 tons each—in 
addition to two already u nder con­ 
stru ction—wou ld be bu ilt before the 
United States av ails Itself of the 
new limit of 45,000 tons. 
This was agreed on at i confer­ 
ence between President Roosev elt 
and Admiral WUliam 
D. 
Leahy, 
chief of nav al operations, last Fri­ 
day. 
The 
45,000-ton 
agreement 
an­ 
nou nced in London today was the 
resu lt of a compromise after nearly 
three months of discu ssions among 
British, French and United Stu tes 
representativ es. 
Sixteen-inch gu ns 
also were agreed on u s a top limit. 
The British held ou t for a limit 
first of 42,000 tons, then of 40,000, 
with 16-inch gu ns. 
The United States, reasoning that 
information 
concerning 
Japan's 
bu ilding program was not su ffi­ 
ciently comprehensiv e so that a 
new limit cou ld be set held ou t for 
no limit at all and su ggested 18- 
inch gu ns. 
The United States su bsequ ently 
gav e u p its intentions with regard 
to 18-lnch gu ns and accepted the 
British idea of 10-inch gu ns.
